The trial is conducted in a way 
which has to be seen to be be- 
lieved. Even after a lifetime of 
reading accounts of these opera- 
tions I was not prepared for the 
ruthlessness with which every 
scrap of explanatory evidence is 
ruled out. The prosecution is al- 
lowed to do anything it chooses, 
including the most bizarre out- 
bursts of anger and threats of vio- 
lence against defense counsel. The 
defense is not permitted. to intro- 
duce a shred of evidence bearing 
upon the reasons for what hap- 
pened. 

Last Friday the chief defense at- 
torney, A, Z. Loobey of Nashville, 
presented a closely reasoned and 
coldly legal argument for the in- 
troduction of evidence on previous 
lynchings in Columbia, as well as 
on the general causes of the terror 
of the Negroes on Feb. 25. This 
argument was presented in the 
absence of the jury. 

The judge ruled it all out. It 
has nothing to do with what he 
calls “the law-suit.” If there had 
been 50 Iynohings in Columbia in 
the present century, instead of 
only two in the past 20 years, it 
still would provide no reason for 
Negro apprehension, under this 
ruling. 


cut short whenever it attempts to 
bring home to the jury the qual- 
ity of the state’s witnesses. These 
witnesses are mostly terrified Ne- 
groes who have been ‘beaten at 
various times and made to sign 
statements which few of them 
were ever permitted to read. All 
the witnesses I heard had been 
in the crowded and horrible Co- 
lumbia jail during the week of 
terror when all were tortured and 
two were killed. 

The chief prosecutor, whose 
name is Paul Bumpus and whose 
official title is circuit attorney 
general, seems ill at ease with this 
kind of evidence.. He is careful 
to ask each witness if he was 
beaten, tortured or maltreated in 
his (Bumpus’s) presence. 

“Were you at any time beaten 
up or physically maitreated in my 
presence?” he asks, with his ac- 
cent on the last three words. 

The Negro witness replies that 
he was not—which is quite enough 
for this court, i 

The treatment which preceded 
Bumpus’s interviews with the wit- 
nesses can be brought out if the 
defense is quick and clever, but 
the court rules most of this out 
as loudly and as fast as he can. 
“We'll have no further reference 
to the beating of this witness,” 
the judge ruled with the first 
witness this week. “Pass onto 
something else.” 

Later on, with another witness, 
the judge used his favorite phrase, 
“Enough of that. Pass on about 
the law-suit.” 

Joe Ingram the Judge. 
The*judge’s name is Joe—not 
Joseph, but Joe—Ingram, and his 
bark, sounding off in a sort of 
comic unison with that of Bumpus, 
chokes off everything in the whole 
complex of race relations which 
might serve to explain the uprush 
of terror in Columbia last Feb- 
ruary. 

The defense is limited in its 
cross-examination of the state’s 
witnesses to the details of what 
Bumpus has elected to ask about 
in his direct examination. The 
defense of course attempts to 
shake the state’s witnesses, to at- 
tack their credibility by showing 
that they were tortured and -in- 
timidated, or to show that the evi- 
dence offered cannot be true be- 
cause of physical or other reasons. 


Early this week, during the 
cross-examination of a high school 
boy, when the defense was at- 
tempting to show that the boy had 
been visited at his home and ques- 
tioned at length during the height 
of the terror by a white man un- 
known to him, thé judge said: 

“If makes no difference who 
questioned him.” 

This remarkable trial is being 
recorded verbatim at the expense 
of the Naticnal Committee for 
Justice in Tennessee. Usually no 
running record is kept of such pro- 
ceedings, The custom here is for 
the opposing attorneys to meet 
after court and decide between 
them what the evidence was. 

As a result of this record-taking 
it is already possible to read the 
astounding record of the search 
for a jury, during which most of 
the veniremen frankly confessed 
that they could not give a fair 
trial to any Negro.

Overall Impression. 

The chief impression made by 
the state’s witnesses is the way, 
bit by bit, and usually uncon- 
sciously, they build up the picture 
of the terror that seized the Ne- 
groes of Columbia on the night of 
Feb. 25. It comes in scraps. 

A slim frightened girl who con- 
tradicted herself badly was asked: 
“What was the first thing they 
said to you when you got to 
Mink Slide in the car?” 

She answered: “They said to put 
the lights out.” 

The little street was darkened 
and the men and boys who had 
arms held them ready for what 
might be their last stand. The 
white mob had formed in the 
courthouse square a block away 
and was demanding first of all 
the Stephenson boy—James Steph- 
enson, a 19-year-old sailor just 
back from the wars whose quarrel 
with a white man over what he 
supposed to be an insult to his 
mother brought on the whole out- 
break, 

By the _ state’s evidence the 
white mob had already attempted 
to rush the jail. The Sheriff him- 
self testified to this. Terror 
mounted. among the Negroes dur- 
ing the long afternoon and in the 
sudden dark all lights at Mink 
Slide were put out and _ the 
Negroes, who had left their homes 
in large numbers to huddle to- 
gether, awaited the attack, 

Sheean Visits Mink Slide. 


I went to Mink Slide at dusk. 
It is a pitiful street of gayety, the 
soda fountain of Julius Blair—he 
is 76 and a defendant; the barber 
shop of his son, Sol; two or three 
cafes; some lights and sidewalk 
loungers now. All this was 
smashed to bits in the terror that 
followed the night of Feb, 25. 

It is one block long and its 
right name is East Eighth street. 
At the foot of the street is the 
shabby gray wooden Church of 
the Holy Comforter, where nine 
of the Negroes hid in a hole under 
the foundations. The Baptist 
Church and the funeral] parlor of 
James Morton, also a defendant, 
are across the street. 

It is a sharp slope, the single 
block of this street, and with all 
the lights out it must have been 
quite impossible for the frightened 
huddle around the soda fountain 
to see anything up on the top of 
the hill where the ‘street leads to 
the courthouse. 

Some rather important state’s 
evidence had to do with what one 
frightened Negro boy—now held 
in jail on a robbery charge and 
brought out to give evidence in 
this case “so that it will go easy 
with you”—said he could see out 
in the street from behind the 
first billiard table in the back 
room of Blair’s soda fountain, I 
went to the back room and got 
on the floor behind the billiard 
table—new tables have been put 
in exactly in the places of those 
destroyed by the state police dur- 
ing the terror—and I could see 
nothing whatever in the street 
outside—nothing but the steps 
leading from the back room to the 
front room and a part of the top 
of the street door. 

“On the Skyline”? 

A policeman testified to having 
seen armed Negroes “on the sky- 
line.” There is no skyline. The 
hollow called Mink Slide is far be- 
low the skyline of the town be- 
hind, and nobody in Mink Slide 
could be seen on a skyline so dis- 
tant, except by an excited imagi- 
nation. 

But apparently it would be tm- 
possible to ask a male white jury 
in Tennessee to go and look for 
themselves at the place where 
these events took place. Just as 
impossible, apparently, as to get 
into evidence some explanatory 
fragment of the basic social prob- 
lem which causes such events, and 
of which the men in the Law- 
renceburg courthouse are all, in 
their various ways, the victims.

PARIS, Sept. 27 (AP)—Several 
commissions of the peace confer- 
ence, proceeding under a new rule 
limiting speechmaking, made con- 
siderable progress today toward 
completing their treaty draft re- 
ports to the full conference by 
the Oct. 5 deadline. 

The principle of at least 75 per 
cent compensation for Allied prop- 
erties in defeated nations, already 
adopted for Italy, was virtually 
established for the other four 
treaties by the Balkans-Finnish 
economic commission. Approval of 
the compensation amendment es- 
tablished a point that long has 
been causing controversy. 

The United States was defeated, 
9-4, in a motion for 25 per cent 
compensation for business inter- 
ests and property damaged or de- 
stroyed during the war, The Slavic 
bloc constituted the principal op- 
position. The United States ab- 
stained in the vote, which came 
during a discussion of the Ro- 
manian treaty. 

As in the Italian economic com- 
mission, Britain and Greece re- 
served the right to ask the plenary 
session for full compensation, a 
principle which was defeated in 
both commissions by a tie vote, 
with the United States, Russia and 
the Slav states on one side and 
Britain, the British Empire and 
Greece on the other. France and 
India abstained. 

Decisions by Other Groups. 

The military commission adopted 
a Greek amendment prohibiting 
Bulgaria from owning or operat- 
ing motor torpedo boats from | 
Black Sea ports. The Slav states}

finally in the Italian political and 
territorial commission after Soviet 
Deputy Foreign Minister Andrei Y. 
Vishinsky ‘ridiculed it as “infan- 
tile” and worthr of being filed 
only in the “waste basket.” 
Denouncing the plan, designed 
to guarantee fundamental] free- 
doms regardless of race, as “juri- 
dically and politically illiterate,” 
Vishinsky said it would be no less 
reasonable to seek a world court 
to guarantee equality and justice 
to “Indians in Asia and Negroes 
in the United States of America.” 


Defeat of the amendment by a 
15-4 vote removed it from the 
books of this conferenc® unless it 
should be raised again in the 
plenary session. 

Optimism by Byrnes, 
_ The rule restricting speechmak- 
ers both in the commissions and 
in general conference meetings 
was approved without discussion 
by the delegates last night at a 
plenary session, the first in nearly 
a month, The Big Four previous- 

had ‘agréed on such speech 
limitations, but some anxiety had 
been felt that small powers might 
oppose it. 

United States Secretary of State 
James F. Byrngs, who presided, 
later told a press conference, “For 
the first time I see a possibility of 
winding up the peace conference.” 

Byrnes said the peace parley, 
which has been in session since 
July 29, had moved no more slow- 
ly than the United States Senate 
usually moves. He added that he 
felt the time had been well spent, 
since all nations, large and small, 
had been given an opportunity to 
express their views on all phases 
of the five treaties. 

Byrnes’ entire manner—one of 
supreme good humor—bespoke his 
opinion that the world had just 
turned a very dangerous corner 
in international affairs, 


It has been obvious that Rus- 
sian Foreign Minister V. M. Molo- 
tov lately has been much less in- 
tractable. Agreements on limiting 
the number and length. of 
speeches in committee have been 
reached without undue discussion. 


Molotov’s acceptance of a ruling 
by Byrnes ended an incident in 
which gavel-banging, bell-ringing 
and multi-lingual confusion fig- 
ured at last night’s session, The 
confusion arose after Greece with- 
drew its demand that northern 
Epirus be transferred from Al- 
bania to Greece. 


Yugoslav Deputy Foreign Min- 
ister Edvard Kardelj, speaking in 
Russian, proceeded to discuss on 
the question, requesting that the 
Greek demand be taken off the 
agenda.

that the league must orgenize in 
every major community of the 
South, despite a path which may 
be “thorny and rocky.” 
New Friends in South. 


“There is a growing list of 
people of good will throughout 
the South,” Ray said. “You will 
find them in newspaper offices, 
in radio stations, in colleges and 
universities, in the ministry, in 
social services and other fields. 
These Southern men of good will 
stand ready to help change the 
ruling passion. through education 
and co-operation, from one of hate 
and prejudice and economic fear, 
to a passion that all Americans 
should desire, one of co-operation 
and understanding.” 

He cited a long list of accom- 
plishments toward Negro better- 
ment in Tampa as an example of 
what the Urban League and other 
progressive agencies had been 
able to accomplish. “There is a 
growing consciousness in Tampa 
that Negroes belong to the com- 
munity and have a right to share 
in it as good citizens,” he asserted. 

The plight of the Negro in the 
South is basically the result of 75 
years of economic discrimination 
and exploitation of the South by 
the East and later the Midwest, a 
program which “not only has kept 
it poverty-stricken but has fost- 
ered the inevitable results of pov- 
erty—hate, greed, discrimination

discussions of inter-racial rela- 
tionships and other Negro prob- 
lems, will continue through to- 
morrow. 

Mrs. Fannie Cook Speaks. 

Mrs. Fannie Cook, St. Louis au- 
thor and also a speaker at today’s 
luncheon, told the delegates that 
“Jim Crow is Public Enemy No. 1 
in the United States.” To destroy 
this enemy is the special field of 
the Urban Leajjie, she said, and 
the job is a two-fold task: “Ur- 
banization of the Negro and civili- 
zation of the white man.”

Hollis F. Price, president of Le- 
Moyne College, Memphis, Tenn., in 
a symposium this morning, 
praised the league for having “the 
moral fiber and courage to act 
with restraint in this era of vio- 
lence and blind hatred,” and de- 
fended its non-militant policies in 
working for economic betterment 
of the Negro. 

“In terms of its history and its 
structure, the Urban League is not 
en instrument geared to spear- 
head any mass movement or serve 
as patron saint of any militant 
coterie,” he asserted. “Many have 
noted this and have taken the 
league to task ‘for it, I think un- 
justly.” 

The league uses the techniques 
of “analysis, study and sweet rea- 
zon” in its efforts to improve con- 
ditions, Price said. “It is not 
strong enough, nor should it even 
if it were, to take sides in the 
basic struggle which is now rag- 
ing in our land,” he continued. “It 
can and should work with all its 
might and main to bridge the 
gulf, but it cannot hope to have 
the necessary influence with both 
capital and labor if it chooses to 
support the one and desert the 
other.” 

Victor Reuther for Aggression. ~ 

Price’s convictions on league 
methods were directly opposed to 
those voiced at a conference din- 
ner meeting last night ij Victor 
G. Reuther, educational director of 
the CIO United Automobile Work- 
ers’ Union, who declared that the 
Urban League and similar agen- 
cies, in seeking to wipe out racial 
prejudice and discrimination, 
should make aggressive use of “all 
the modern devices and _ tech- 
niques so successfully employed 
by industry and advertisers.” 

Referring to the conference 
theme, “American Teamwork 
Works,” Reuther, whose brother, 
Walter, is UAW president, assert- 
ed: “It seems to me that a great 
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going to appeal to, we are going 
to exploit the same store of psy- 
chological. and sociological 
knowledge that they’ exploit 
in making ‘their appeals. It 
is this kind of program that we 
are going to use in attempting to 
eliminate not only discrimination 
from the precincts of the UAW, 
but prejudices, too.” 


Shishkin Sees Hard Times. 
Boris Shishkin, American Fed- 
eration of Labor economist, paired 
with Reuther on the dinner meet- 
ing program, told the delegates 
that the biggest peacetime fight 
in which all Americans must be 
united is the fight against the 
next depression. The meeting 
topic was “Labor’s Stake in the 
Four Freedoms.” 


Shishkin, a member of the 
President’s wartime Committee on 
Fair Employment Practices, said: 
“Today we have a high level of 
employment and a high level of 
production, but we are lost in the 
intricacies of prices, wages and 
living costs. Still some men in 
high places say there is nothing 
to worry about. They say there 
won’t be any trouble this year 
or next; there won’t be any trou- 
ble for five or six years. ’ 


“I don’t think a depression is 
imminent, but we are very near 
the prospect of a recession by next 
spring or summer. It will be a 
warning sign of the thing that is 
sure to come, the next depression, 
unless we take steps to ward it 
off. I hope it will be such a 
warning to us. I don’t think labor 
Junions and such organizations as 
the Urban League could weather 
it; I don’t believe the institutional 
framework of our governnient 
could surviveera depression worse 
than the last one, 


“It is our duty to think what 
that depression will mean to us. 
We must not let it happen, For 
God’s sake let’s not let it happen.” 


Criticizes Housing Here. 


Discussing the problem of hous- 
ing for Negroes, Shishkin said his 
organization had found St. Louis 
“one of the worst cities in the 
country from the standpoint of 
housing.” More than 280,000 per- 
sons in St. Louis live in sub- 
standard’ homes; the city’s slums 
occupy Only one-fifth of its land 
but shelter one-third of ‘its popu- 
lation, he went on. A public hous- 
ing program would involve a 
smal] expenditure of public funds 
and would mean a saving of many 
times the amount spent,’he said. 
“Slum clearance and decent low- 
rent housing with a minor share 
of public aid are a small price to 
pay in stamping out the most 
deadly economic pestilence eating 
away the source of America’s 
growth at the very roots,” he de- 
clared.

The president of one association 
of dealers in meats said that at 
least one packer is giving his cus- 
tomers, meat dealers, 50 pound of 
meat a day, beginning yesterday. 
The association president asked 
not to be quoted “because it would 
just cause trouble with dealers 
who aren't getting meat.” 

When word spread that the 
Muehling Packing Co., 6210 Easton 
avenue, Wellston would begin sell- 
ing meat at retail today, a line 
began to form at 7 a.m. The firm, 
which sells both at wholesale and 
at retail, did not open until 9 
a.m., but then began selling a lim- 
ited amount of meat to each cus- 
tomer.

Comment on Price Suspension.

“They will be ready within a 
month and then you will see sup- 
plies increase.”

He advocated per- 
manent abandonment of meat 
price control, “without threats of 
recontrol.” 

Livestock Receipts Still Low. 

Livestock receipts at the Na- 
tional Stockyards today did not 
indicate any early end to the meat 
shortage. Cattle receipts at 600 
were somewhat above the 528 a 
week ago, but far below the 1321 
a year ago.

Attired in a black house cassock, 
trimmed in scarlet, and wearing a 
scarlet cape, the fiery priest, who 
is professor of philosophy at the 
Catholic University of America at 
Washington, D.C., was received 
with prolonged applause, 

His piercing, deep-set blue eyes 
sparkled with wit when he said 
he had come back to the scene 
of his crime. He was referring to 
a previous visit here in Septem- 
ber, 1944. He said he came from 
Washington, which is a madhouse, 
adding, “the only madhouse in 
the world run by the inmates.” 

“Not Faithful to Heritage.” 

Using for his topic, “Signs of 
Our Times,” Msgr. Sheen said the 
signs pointed to a third world 
War; a peace based on power—a 
peace in which one nation can 
veto progress agreed upon by 
others; a complete disintegration 
of family life, because of the 
overwhelming number of divorces 
granted, and finally, catastrophe 
must come to put an end to god- 
lessness. 

“The peoples of the east are ris- 
ing against us,” Msgr. Sheen said, 
his voice deep and booming 
through the public address sys- 
tem. “Do you realize that one of 
every eight persons in the world 
is a Moslem? We are superior to 
these people because we are Chris- 
tians, but we are not faithful to 
our Christian heritage, and the 
eastern peoples are ready to align 
themselves with a great power 
against the western world.” 

In a calm voice and turning 
from side to side to look at the 
audience, he said, “Now, I would 
like to talk about international 
Communism, or Russia.” He 
pointed out that he. did not dis- 
like Russians, but in a _ strong 
voice, he added, “I hate Commu- 
nism.” 

“Americans do not understand 
the philosophy of Communism,” he 
said, “Americans only have moods 
about Communism.

From July 1939 
until August 1945, Russia broke 27 
treaties of peace. And Russia’s 
purpose in signing peace treaties 
is to gain time for aggression.”

He told of a recent conference 
between a select group and an 
American army general, whose 
name he declined to reveal. In an- 
swer to a question, the general 
said Stalin in 1946 is better pre- 
pared to overrun Europe than Hit- 
ler was in 1939. Russia, the gen- 
eral was quoted as saying, could 
take Europe in 30 days in spite of 
the atomic bomb and our standing 
army. 

There is evidence in Russia to- 
day, he said, that a great purge is 
going on. He told of 1700 Russian 
prisoners of Germany, who asked 
him to intercede for them and 
prevent their return to Russia. He 
said he was unsuccessful in ac-

complishing their request and that. 


they ended their lives in prison 
rather than return. 

“Stalin made a big mistake by 
showing his soldiers Europe,” he 
said. “They learned the advan- 
tages of a western civilization and 
now there is unrest among the 
youths of Russia, just as there is 
among the youths of other na- 
tions. They are seeking a faith. 

“I firmly believe the Almighty 
God somehow will restore faith to 
Russia and it will become similar 
to the old Roman Empire, ex- 
tremely religious, the center of re- 
ligion for the world. 

“But at present Russia and the 
administrators of that country are 
opposed to the western world as 
a Christian civilization. They are 
not opposed to the west as a bour- 
geois, liberal, milk and water civi- 
lization, where people claim the

WASHINGTON, Sept. 27 (AP) 
—The Democratic leadership at 
home and abroad has reaffirmed 
its faith tn the Administration’s 
foreign policy and moved to unify 
the party on all fronts before the 
November elections, — 

In a restatement of principles 
yesterday, the executive commit- 
tee of the Democratic national or- 
neg asserted the party has 

en isolationism and ap- 
ent.” 

Then, evidently mindful of the 
intra-party rift created by Henry 
Wallace, it added: 

“The American delegation at 
the Paris peace conference is 


struggling patiently and firmly 
for the advancement of these 
principles of peace — and the 
American people will back them 
to the limit.” 

Secretary or State Byrnes—with 
whose policy Wallace collided in 
his American-Russian “spheres of 
influence” speech — asserted at 
Paris that Truman's statement 
last week backing up Byrnes had 
reassured the world. | 

It was Byrnes’s first public ut- 
terance on the controversy which 
reached its climax when Truman 
fired Wallace from the Cabinet. 
Byrnes’s statement said America’s 
foreign policy is bi-partisan and

fact is “assurance to the 
world that regardless of which 
party is in power, the United 
States is going to stand by the 
policy he (Truman) has followed 
and is following today.” 

In its declaration. here, the 
Democratic executive committee 
said in a separate resolution: 

“Not only do we have in 
America an enlightened and re- 
sponsible government faithfully 
adhering to the humane and pro- 
gressive principles of Roosevelt;

CUT OF 3 MILLION POUNDS 
A WEEK ORDERED IN 
ARMY MEAT PURCHASES 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27 (AP). 
Teer War Department or- 


dered today a reduction of 
3,000,000 pounds a week in 
the Army’s meat purchases be- 
cause of the current shortage. 

Maj. Gen. T. B. Larkin, Quar- 
termaster General, said in a 
statement that the Army’s 
priority demand this week for 
15,000,000 pounds weekly had 
been scaled to 12,000,000 
pounds. 

The reduction, he said, will 
mean a 12 per cent cut in meat 
issues to troops and will be 
made up by additional ration 
issues of fish, macaroni and 
cheese and dairy products. 

As further measures, Larkin 
said, these alternatives are 
being considered to meet 
“minimum” requirements of 
the Army, Navy, Coast Guard 
and other Federal agencies for 
which the quartermaster pur- 
chases:

On the other hand, farmers who 
grow and fatten cattle on grass 
have near-record herds. Some of 
their stock is underweight, but 
some is fat and suitable for 
slaughter, 

This is the time of the year 
when grass-fed cattle normally 
start rolling to market.

Bodies 
of two men and a Negro porter 
were found near the washroom of 
another coach.

Angeles; Mrs. Velma M. Rein- 
hardt, Long Beach, Calif.; Mrs. 
Josephine Stein, Canton, S. D.; 
Dorothy B. Pakula, Iron River, 
Mich.; William Henry Pope, Los 
Angeles, the porter. 

Among those injured seriously 
were: Mrs. Dave Belman, Chicago;

This Was Principal Reason 
for Turning Down Claims 
of 12,641 in State. 


Claims of 12,641 unemployed 
Missouri veterans for continued 
federal readjustment ‘allowances 
of $20 a week were refused in the 
first eight months of this year 
principally because the applicants 
reftised to take jobs offered them, 
the Missouri Division of Employ- 
ment Security announced yester- 
day. 

Veterans filing claims must first 
register for work at a public em- 
ployment office and certify that 
they are able and will be avail- 
able for work which they are able 
to perform. 

The Division warned veterans, 
who intend drawing subsistence 
allowances: while going to school 
or for on-the-job training, not to 


attempt to draw unemployed, or 


self-employed allowances at the 
same time. It was pointed out 
that federal penalties for inten- 
tional fraud provide for a fine of 
$1000 and a year’s imprisonment. 
It was announced that jobless 
war veterans in St. Louis and St. 
Louis sounty received unemploy- 
ment allowances totaling approxi- 
mately $12,500,000 in the eight- 


month period. 
The total, amount of benefits 


paid unemployed veterans here 
represents about one-third of the 
total amount paid throughout the 
state during the eight-month per- 
iod. Unemployment compensation 
benefits paid to veterans in the 
state during the period totaled 
$35,871,071, 

Officials of the Division of Em- 
ployment Security said that fewer 
than one-half the veterans dis- 
charged in Missouri have applied 
for unemployment compensation.

NAVY TRAINED 140 
RED FLYERS, SENT 
RUSSIA 188 PLANES 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27 (UP)— 
The Navy disclosed last night that 
it secretly trained 140 Russian 
airmen in this country in 1944 as 
part of.a $100,000,000 lend-lease 


deal in which 188 Navy patrol 
bombers—100 of them equipped 
with the Norden bombsight and 
the latest types of radio and radar 
—were transferred to Russia. 

The action, in effect, created 
the Soviet Union’s naval air force, 
because Russia prior to that time 
had no naval planes. 

The Navy did not announce de- 
tails of the agreement but it was 
reported that the hitherto secret 
project was given a high priority 
by the late President Roosevelt. 

The Navy revealed that the deal, 
known as “Operation Zebra,” was 
set up in March 1944. Its account 
said that 138 bombers, 50 of them 
fully equipped, were sent to Rus- 
sia in 1944. Lt. Cmdr, Stanley 
Chernack, who was in charge, said 


,an additional 50 planes equipped 


With radar and the bombsight 
were delivered in 1945. He said 
that Operation Zebra was con- 
cluded last Oct. 20. 

The Navy’s account of the So- 
viet aviators’ training .was con- 
tained in a historical sketch of 
Fleet Air Wing Five, which con- 
ducted the operation. 

The first group of 60 Russian 
airmen reported to the Elizabeth 
City, N. C., naval air station on 


April 3, 1944. Eighty more ar- 
rived on April 17.

OMMUNISM as a disrupting force in the American labor

Typical of intra-union clashes between the right and left wings 
ig that which has divided the CIO United Electrical, Radio and 
Machine Workers into two warring camps. It is the third largest 
union in the CIO and the largest to be unduly influenced by ad-

As reported in the Post-Dispatch 
at the time, the left wing admin- 
istration won out at the recent 
Milwaukee convention by a vote 
of nearly 6 to 1, while roll calls 
eondemning “red-baiting” passed 
by big majorities. The Daily 
Worker, official Communist organ 
in this country, was a popular 
periodical on the convention ‘floor. 

The election was regarded by 
eompetent national observers of 
the labor movement as part of a 
continuing struggle, reflected in 
other unions, against disciplined, 
well-organized leftist minorities 
that have outmaneuvered their op-

tegically important unions. 
Fight Extends to Locals, 
In the case of the electrical

where the conflict is well-defined, 
the fight does not end at the con- 
vention. It continues down 
through the districts and locals. In 
St. Louis, for example, the anti- 
Communist forces, led by James 
W. Click, business agent of Local 
1102, will attempt to defeat Wil- 
liam Sentner, an avowed Com- 
munist, for re-election as presi- 
dent of District 8. Ballots will go 
gzoon to 27,000 members. At Day- 
ton, O., recently, two leaders of 
that state’s largest local of the 
electrical workers resigned be- 
eause of what they termed Com- 
munist domination of the interna- 
tional organization. They urged 
members to shift to the American 
Federation of Labor. 

About 5000 members of the CIO 
United Furniture Workers, repre- 
senting locals at Grand Rapids, 
Mich., and several other cities, re- 
cently bolted to the AFL. They 
did so after Morris Muster, presi- 
dent of the furniture workers, 
quit in protest at what he deemed 
to be Communist control, Simi- 
lar anti-Communist rows in the 
CIO are affecting the United Gas 
Coke and Chemical Workers and 
the Mine, Mill and Smelter Work- 
ers. 

Martin Wagner, a former St. 
Louisan, now president of the 
ehemical workers, is currently try- 
i to remain in office and keep 
the -right wing group in power 
against leftist attempts to capture 
contro] of the administration by 
placing followers in other key 
offices. The strategy of creating 
extra vice presidencies in unions 
where the president cannot be: de- 
feated, is not uncommon among 
left-wingers. 

In the Mine, Mill and Smelter 
Workers, one of the unions which 
has consistently contained left- 
wing officers, a campaign is on to 
unseat Reid Robinson, reputed fal- 
lower of the Communist party 
line, as president. 


Curran Assails Communists. 


So palpable have Communist ef- 
forts been to gain control of 
unions vital to our national econ- 
omy that Joseph Curran, head of 
the CIO National Maritime Union,

spoke out against them. Curran, 
a pronounced left-winger, accused 
the Communists in the union of 
planning to take control. He said 
they were using its $1,600,000 pay- 
roll for political purposes. At the 
same time he emphasized his be- 
lief in freedom of political opinion 
but denounced attempts to gain 
eontrol of the rank and file for 
a@ party. 

The Communist issue has 
eropped up in less virulent form 
in other unions, Also it has re- 
sulted in such factionalism in the 
CIO Industrial Union Councils in 
Cleveland and Detroit that Alan 
Haywood, national organizational 
director of the CIO, was called in 
to attempt to establish unity. 

Top CIO officers have been. re- 
luctant to intervene in internal] 
union difficulties, but the CIO as 
an international union may be 
forced to debate the Communist 
issue at its November convention 
because of a resolution passed 
June 26 by the St. Louis Industrial 
Union Council condemning Com- 
munism and Fascism. This reso- 
lution will be presented at the 
national convention. 

Reds Defeated by UAW. 
A significant anti-Communist 


‘ gtep has been taken in the United 


Automobile Workers of America. 
George F. Addes, secretary-treas- 
urer of that faction-ridden union, 


} replete with power-hungry young 
' men competing for personal lead- 


ership, decided to bar Communists 
from future caucuses of his pow- 
erful group. Previously he had 
welcomed their support. The Com- 
munist element, numerically a 
minority in the UAW as in other 
unions, was defeated at the last 
election. It had backed Addes in 
supporting conservative Roland J. 
Thomas for re-election as presi- 
dent but Thomas was beaten by 
fiery Walter P. Reuther, an ardent 
opponent of Communism, Reuther 
has pronounced Socialist leanings. 

It is important to re-emphasize 
that informed sources, in industry, 
labor ‘and government, regard 
Communism in relation to the 


the Communist party line. 


entire American labor movement 
as a “vociferous’”—and occasion- 
ally, silent—minority. Almost any 
union, even in the AFL, which has 
but few left-wingers, may contain 
a sprinkling of Communists. One 
or two locals of an otherwise con- 
servative international. may be 
controlled by the so-called “red” 
element. But their influence is 
negligible. 
Unions With Left Tendencies. 


Besides the unions heretofore 
mentioned, with the exception of 
the UAW, the CIO unions which 
have manifested definite leftist 
tendencies, partly because of Com- 
munist infiltration, are: 

The International Longshore- 
men’s and Warehousemen’s, It 
is headed by Harry Bridges, who 
is consistently far to the left 
although the United States Su- 
preme Court ruled he was not 
technically a Communist, in bar- 
ring his deportation. 

The Transport Workers, headed 
by Michael Quill, regarded as a 
left-winger. 

The American Communications 
Association, composed largely of 
ship and shore radio operators. 
It is directed by Joseph Selly, a 
reputed follower of the “party” 
line. 

The United Public Workers, 
headed by Benjamin Fiaxer. It 
consists of state, county, and 
municipal employes and it re- 
sently absorbed the United Fed- 
eral Workers, which comprised 
research workers and other em- 
ployes in key government bu- 
reaus, A local of the UPW was 
organized in the strategic Pan- 
ama Canal zone although there 
is a wide unorganized field in 
this country. 

The Fur end Leather Work- 
ers, headed by Ben Gold, a mem- 
ber of the national committee of 
the Communist party. Composed 
of about 20,000 workers, centered 
in New York, most of them of 
foreign extraction. It is tradi- 
tionally far to the left.

Situation in AFL. 


The American Federation of La- 
bor is not beset by even tempo- 
rary Communistic control of any 
of its 107 international unions, but 
it has a few “tainted” locals. Some 
of its leaders have complained 
recently of Communist attempts 
at infiltration although .most of 
the AFL unions, especially those 
containing Federal employes, bar 
Communists from membership.

WASHINGTCN, Sept. 27— 
HE big kiss-and-make-up 
scene which the Democrats 
staged with Henry Wallace 
and Senator Pepper isn’t love. 
It’s mathematics. 

When the party strategists sat 
down this summer with pencil 
and paper to examine their 
status, they figured out that the 
real House battleground was a 
matter of 99 districts which had 
been carried in 1944 by less than 
5 per cent of the total vote cast. 
Of the victors, 49 were Repub- 
licans, 50 Democrats. 

These key contests were made 
a matter of intensive effort. It 
is now agreed that the primaries 
have settled the issue in about 
half of them, the candidate on 
one side being obviously much 
stronger than his opponent, either 
by reason of his own personality, 
local conditions, or some other 
factors.

Voters in Industrial, Areas. 

Of that remainder, more than 
80 per cent are in big industrial 
cities — Chicago, Detroit, Pitts- 
burgh, Hartford, ete. This is 
where the Political Action Com- 
mittee, Wallace and Pepper come 
in. Here is PAC’s vote. It is 
Democratic already; PAC’s con- 
tribution is to get it to the polls. 
In 1944, in a light vote, these

Vital in Senatorial Races. 


These same districts play a vital 
part in the senatorial contests in 
pivotal states where the issue is 
in. doubt. Lehman in. New York, 
Briggs in Missouri, Tunnell in 
Delaware, Guffey in Pennsylvania, 
Kilgore in West Virginia, must 
have the big city vote in their 
states to survive. : 
This is a tough year for Senate 
Democrats, anyway. Of the third 
of the Senate that is up for re- 
election, 21 are Democrats, only 
four of whom are from that safe 
and solid haven, the South. Vir- 
tually all the remaining 17 are in 
a fight, several of them in the 
touch-and-go border states. 

In 1948 it should be easier, Of 
the 15 Democratic seats then at 
stake, two-thirds are in the South; 
hence only five will be on the 
battleground. If the Democrats 
can hang on to their control] of 
the Senate in this confused period, 
their chances for holding it until 
1951 should be excellent. 

Not For Third Party. 
Wallace has agreed to re-enter 
the present campaign in behalf of 
Democratic candidates who have 
sought his help since his resigna- 
tion. He will continue his fight 
to make the Democratic ‘party 
progressive from within the party.

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S the symptoms revealed themselves, it became clear that 
many of them resembled the effects of overdoses of 
X-ray, and the doctors based their therapy on that like- 


ness. They gave victims liver extract, blood transfusions, and 
vitamins, especially B*?, The shortage of supplies and instru- 


ments hampered them. 

Allied doctors who came in after 
the surrender found plasma and 
penicillin very effective. 

Since the blood disorders were, 
in the long run, the predominant 
factor in the disease; some of the 
Japanese doctors evolved a theory 
as to the seat of the delayed sick- 
ness. They thought that perhaps 
gamma rays, entering the body 
at the time of the explosion, made 
the phosphorus in the victims’ 
bones radioactive, and that they 
in turn emitted beta particles, 
which, though they could not pene- 
trate far through flesh, could en- 
ter the bone marrow, where blood 
is manufactured, and gradually 
tear it down. 


Whatever its source, the disease 
had some baffling quirks. Not all 
the patients exhibited all the main 
symptoms. People who suffered 
flash burns were protected to a 
considerable extent from radia- 
tion sickness. Those who had lain 
quietly for days or even hours 
after the bombing were much less 
liable to get sick than those who 
had been active, Gray hair seldom 
fell out. | 

And, as if nature were protect- 
ing man against his own ingenu- 
ity, the reproductive processes 
were affected for a time; men 
became sterile, women had mis- 
carriages, menstruation stopped.

POLL SHOWS MOST GERMANS 
THINK 21 NAZIS ARE GUILTY 


BERLIN, Sept. 27 (AP)—A pub- 
lic opinion survey conducted by 
the American Military Govern- 
ment indicated today most Ger- 
mans believe the 21 defendants at 
Nuernberg are guilty of planning 
the war and almost half expect 
death sentences for the accused. 

The trials are “serving the in- 
tended purpose of bringing to light 
the story of war atrocities and 
instructing the German people of 
their leaders’ guilt,” A.M.G. an- 
nounced. 

Of the persons interviewed 57 
per cent indicated they first 
learned about concentration camps 
through the trials and 30 per cent 
said they first learned about an- 
nihilation of the Jews. Seventy 
per cent said all defendants were 
guilty, 9 per cent named at least 
one defendant they considered in- 
nocent, 1 per cent held none was 
guilty and 20 per cent ventured 
no opinion. 


243 BRITISH PARACHUTISTS 
FOUND GUILTY OF MUTINY 


SINGAPORE, Sept. 27 (AP)— 
Lt. Gen. Sir Montagu Stopford, 
Commander of Allied land forces 
in Southeast Asia, announced to- 
day that 243 soldiers of the 13th 
British Parachute Battalion had 
been convicted of mutiny by a 
court martial and sentenced to 
two years imprisonment. 

The men were accused of refus- 
ing to parade May 14, at the Muar

“Our air forces ... were hope- 
lessly outnumbered and never had 
a chance of winning,” MacArthur 
said in a statement. 


“Our air forces in the Philip- 
pines, containing many antiquated 
models, were hardly more than a 
token force with insufficient equip- 
ment, incompleted fields and in- 
adequate maintenance,” he said. 
“They were completely  over- 
whelmed by the enemy’s superior 
forces.” 

MacArthur was prodded into his 
statement by charges made by Lt. 
Gen, wis H. Brereton, com- 
mander of the Philippine air force 
in 1941, in his book, “The Brereton 
Diaries,” recently published. 

Brereton wrote that he had re- 
quested permission of Lt. Gen. 
Richard K. Sutherland, theg chief 
of staff, to attack Formosa. It 
was from Formosa that the Jap-’ 
anese bombers flew to attack the 
Philippines... Brereton said the 
permission was withheld so long 
that the available small force of 
B-17 bombers was destroyed on 
the ground at Clark Field, 90 miles 
north of Manila. 

Reply to Brereton. 

MacArthur replied that Ameri- 
can flyers could not have attacked 
Formosa before the Japanese 
planes wiped out the Philippine- 
based bombers on the first day of 
the war. His statement was issued 
to the press in reply to questions 
regarding Brereton’s book. 

“Gen. Brereton never recom- 
mended an attack on Formosa to 
me and I know nothing of such 
a recommendation having been 
made,” MacArthur said. “In the 
short interval of time involved, it 
is doubtful that an attack could 
have been set up and mounted be- 
fore the enemy’s arrival,” 

In his annual report, Gen. H. 
H. Arnold said three-fourths of 
the, available B-17s in the Philip- 
pines—the only heavy bombers 
based there—were destroyed on 
the ground at Clark Field.

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Uphill Battle for Homes 

The man with about the toughest job in 
America, Housing Expediter Wilson W. Wyatt, 
told a St. Louis audience yesterday of an up- 
hill battle which is far from won. Contrary ta 
“the private experts,” who were sure “the best 
this country could do” was to start from 325,000 
to 500,000 homes this year, more than 600,000 
were begun in the first seven months and 
nearly half of them completed. The last five 
months are expected to equal the first seven. 
But, good though the achievement is, it is not 
enough. . 

Marriages are running nearly 100,000 a month. 
fhe birth rate is high, Thirteen million men 
were demobilized in a year’s time, and.during. 
the war there was almost no civilian building 
to shelter them. America was underbuilt for 
years before the war. , 

We have not brought the single-minded pur- 
pose to home-building that was brought to all 
kinds of construction during the war—far from 
it, though to meet the housing crisis a program 
rivalling war-time efforts in daring and imagi- 
nation was needed. However, Mr. Wyatt did get 
part of the legislation he needed. He has moved 
in many ways to get production—paid premiums 
for exceeding materials goals, for instance, ob- 
tained speeded-up depreciation allowances to 
encourage building for rent, fought a running 
battle for housing as against swimming pools and 
stores, built roads to get out timber, even ob- 
tained extra sugar rations to keep lumberjacks 
contented. 

The program moves fast today. The job now 
is to move it still faster and then to keep build- 
ing at very high levels after the emergency ef- 
fort, The country needs 12,500,000 new homes in 
the next decadé under encouragement of the 
Wagner-Ellender-Taft bill. Until that ‘bill’s en- 
couraging terms become available, too few op- 
erators will serve the need for apartments to 
rent. Without its Federal aids, the cities cannot 
replace their slums with new buildings for per- 
sons of low and moderate income. 

This newspaper believes with Mr. Wyatt that 
the Wagner-Ellender-Taft bill should pass early 
in the next Congress. 
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Truman’s Difficult Choice 

Mr. Truman made a wise but difficult choice 
yesterday in the Administration’s dilemma on 
the meat problem. He could have gone along 
with those who want to strike off price con- 
trols. Instead, he said flatly that ceilings should 
continue, like it or not. . 

With price controls in force, there will be 
little meat in the stores for a month or two. 
Fearing the political consequences, House Ma- 
jority Leader McCormack wanted to suspend 
ceilings until after the election. But, as pure 
politics, that course would bring a quick, sharp 
price increase, which voters would dislike. Also, 
and politics aside, suspension wouid bring an- 
other flood of underfed animals to market, 
leading to a genuine shortage next winter. 

Mr. Truman’s courage in this matter is ad- 
mirable. It should convince producers that they 
cannot win a “sit-down” strike against price 
controls. Then they will begin shipping animals 


Because control is thus in the higher public 
interest, it is also the better politics.

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Have Some Aspirin?

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Margarine and the Merchant 

Consumers who cannot afford the high price 
of butter are penalized by discriminatory federal 
and state taxes not only in the price of mar- 
garine—which OPA is about to raise again—but 
also in its availability. So we are told by a sur- 
vey by the National Association of Retail Gro- 
cers and the Saturday Evening Post. 

Federal taxes. on the margarine retailer 
amounting to $6 for a license to sell the product, 
and state taxes ranging up to $25 for a license 
and 15 cents on every pound sold, limit the num- 
ber of stores that are able to handle this low- 
cost table spread. 

“The number diminishes constantly as we go 
from high-volume stores to low-volume stores,” 
the report said. Thus, license fees and taxes 
foisted on margarine by the dairy lobby make 
it difficult for the small merchant to do busi- 
ness and difficult for the consumer of moderate 
income to buy what he wants. At the same time 
larger merchants and more well-to-do customers 
are favored. 

The report emphasizes and gives new docu- 
mentation to the fact that discriminatory laws 
which have been raised against the margarine 
industry are opposed tothe interests of the con- 
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suming public. .They favor, in fact, only the 
dairy farmer, but they also penalize the vege- 
table farmer, for margarine is made from vege- 
table oils. 5 

The anti-margarine laws are a costly nuisance 
in restraint of trade, paid by those who can least 


afford it, and enriching those who least need it. 
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Good Works of the Urban League 


An extraordinary organization; the National 
Urban League, is holding its annual conference 
in Kiel Auditorium. When the sessions ppened, 
letters were read from the President and the 
Governors of eight states. Another message 
came from the great Albert Einstein. Its speak- 
ers included such notable persons as National 
Housing Administrator Wyatt and Rear Admiral 
Holloway. Those in attendance included educa- 
tional, social service and welfare workers from 
over the country. 

The National Urban League did not start out 
to be a national organization at all. Thirty-five 
years ago the rise of disease and crime among 
Negroes in New York alarmed alert citizens, 
both white and Negro. They met in the home of 
Mary Baldwin to see what they coufd accom- 
plish by pooling their efforts. As the problem 
spread, the Urban League spread. Today more 
than 12,000 white and Negro citizens carry on 
its work of improving race conditions in 56-cities. 
In St. Louis, this work has enjoyed the enthusi- 
astic backing of people like Bishop William 
Scarlett. 

Wisdom has been at the bottom of the Urban 
League’s approach to race issues from those 
earliest days. The Urban League has accepted 
the white community as the normal situation 
and then proceeded to demonstrate how illness, 
unemployment, crime and lack of educational 
and recreational facilities for Negroes affect the 
community as a whole. For example, if Negroes 
are housed in slums, these slums breed troubles 
with which the community at large must deal. 
As Jesse O. Thomas, disciple of Booker T. Wash- 
ington, for many years Southern field secretary 
of the league, said: “Getting the white com- 
munity to realize that you can’t segregate germs 
will do more than statements that Negroes are 
mistreated.” 

This valuable organization is a demonstration 
of democracy at work. It is a pleasure to salute 
its men and women for their constructive, intel- 
ligent and beneficial work in a field where pre- 
judice or indifference are easy but always out 
of place. 
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Limerick Lesson 

The young new vicar of Thornham, England, 
the Rev. Mr. Russell, has bats in his belfry. 
Happily he also has’ good healthy, robustious 
ideas in his upper story. It was, accordingly, 
no puzzle to him what to do about the bats. So 
what did he do? 
& Did he look for guilt complexes, repressions, 
childhood frustrations, etc., etc?

Naw, he baited ’em back, 
For he simply could never have borneham. 
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The Press Should Be There 


Decision by the Allied Control Council to ex- 
clude the press from the execution of any of the 
Nazi war crimes defendants at Nuernberg re- 
flects the military viewpoint. Here, as is not in- 
frequently the case, the military view does not 
coincide with the public .interest. 

It was in the public interest that the ring- 
leaders of the Nazi infamy and butchery be 
brought to trial. It was in the public interest 
that the facts about their. perfidy be printed 
around the world. It is in the public interest 
that the execution of those sentenced to death 
be reported accurately by trained correspond- 
ents for the information of the millions of read- 
ers, who have a right to know about that his- 
toric event from first-hand accounts. 

The statement is untrue that there is no prec- 
edent for admitting representatives of the press. 
Last May, 28 of Hitler’s Dachau concentration 
camp killers were hanged at Landsberg. These 
executions were witnessed by a group of cor- 
respondents. A member of the Post-Dispatch 
staff was present and his eye-witness report 
appeared in this newspaper. Representatives of 
the free German press, licensed by the American 
Military Government, were there to obtain and 
provide the facts for German readers. Pictures 
were taken by press photographers. 

Representations which are being made to the 
President and Secretary of War Patterson for 
\a change in the decision are in order. The 
news of the war criminals at Nuernberg should 
be covered to the end. 
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Failure by Franco 

Hope for the end of the Franco dictatorship 
rises with a New York Times dispatch from 
Madrid. This report, presumably passed by 
Spanish censors, says the Government is faced 
with “an apparently insoluble problem” in try- 
ing to suppress a huge traffic in anti-Fascist 
literature. An underground of extraordinary 
proportions must exist to be able to produce 65 
regularly appearing newspapers. 

Franco’s impotence against this tide of oppo- 
sition is shown by the fact that all the leading 
underground papers, once ‘suppressed, are cir- 
culating again. These include Mundo Obrero, 
Socialisfta and Democracia, which were raided 
last April, when their plants were destroyed 
and their staffs arrested. Threats of imprison- 
ment and torture for possessing one of these 
clandestine papers has not stopped their circu- 
lation, particularly among students and in Cata- 
lonia and the Basque provinces. 

Another hopeful sign for Spain’s future is 
that the tone of most of these publications is 
surprisingly moderate. Their main theme is 
instruction of the people in how to exercise 
their civil duties when they win freedom. The 
days of the Franco tyranny must darken when 
its efforts at “thought control” are no more suc- 
cessful than this.

Atom Bomb Is Secondary 


Some goodhearted Americans seem con- 
vinced that if we were to hand over The 
Secret, all Russian misgivings would vanish 
overnight, Such an answer is too simple; 
the guards at the Kremlin aren’t on watch 
for an atom bomb. 

The facts at hand seem'to indicate that 
the pattern of fear is probably blended out 
of at least five separate elements. One is 
sheer personal anxiety. The men behind

Another clue lies in geography. “Naked 
plains stretch east and west with no de- 
fense barrier. Fourteen times since 1800 
hostile troops have poured across the west- 
ern border. And every invader has sent 
fifth columnists ahead of his troops. 


The result is a traditional suspicion of 
foreigners and an obsession with security, 
greatly intensified by the last war: I have 
walked through large cities where 80 per 
cent of all buildings were razed by efficient 
German demolition battaljons. I. lived 
within half an hour’s walk of the Baba Yar 
ravine, where 140,000 bodies from the SS 
death camps were dumped in layers and 
covered by bulldozers. If the Russian 
people view the outside world with a nerv- 
ous mistrust, we shouldn't be surprised. 


Gigantic But Exhausted 


A third reason is the country’s enfeebled 
condition. For all its astonishing indus- 
trial progress in the 13 years before the 
Nazi attack, the Soviet Union was still 
largely an agricultura] nation and a rather 
backward one, It lost a stunningly high 
proportion of tts factories, homes, farm 
machinery, livestock and skilled workmen. 


Russia is like a giant temporarily ex- 
hausted from loss of blood. Even if 


the atom bomb had not been invented, the 
Soviet Union for some years to come could 
not begin to match the military and indus- 
trial potential of the United States. And 
to the men in the Kremlin this fact is 
profoundly alarming. 


To ¢very good Communist we are a 
threat potentially more dangerous than 
Nazi Germany. Last Feb. 9 Stalin set forth 
that another war is virtually inevitable, 
and he implied that the attack probably 
would come from the United States. 


This notion is understandable only in the 
peculiar terms of mbddern: Marxist theology 
—the theory that the capitalist world can 
never escape its fated cycle of booms and 
depressions and that eventually the capital- 
ist ruling class turns to fascism, imperidl- 
ism and aggressive war as the way out, 


American Attack Is Expected 


Soviet apprehension probably has been 
deliberately cultivated by the political 
police. With every foreign enemy crushed, 
this police bureaucracy, to maintain its 
power and privilege, had to discover a 
new threat, such as plots for a capitalist 
engirclement by Russia’s former allies. 


Within the next few years there probably 
is nothing we can do to tear away com- 
pletely the barrier of suspicion. In their 
eyes, Truman and Byrnes are nice, rather 
fuzzy-minded old gentlemen with an honest 
yearning for peace. But Truman’s promises 
would not bind the Huey Long whom the 
Russians expect to stride into the White 
House with his own brand of American 
fascism during the depression which they 
believe to be inevitable during the 1950s. 


They are sure that this American Fuehrer 


‘will be militantly anti-Soviet—a tool of the. 


“reactionary financiers” whom they regard 
as the real bosses of the United States. 


Appeasement is not likely to work either. 
If we should agree to hand over the atom 
bomb, scrap the Navy, give up our island 
bases and pull clear out of Europe, Stalin 
& Co. would, of course, be delighted. But 
these gestures would not be accepted as a 
permanent guarantee of America’s good in- 
tentions. More probably they would be 
regarded as another symptom of that 
softness which is supposed to characterize 
“bourgeois liberal” governments, 


Cure Only by Example 


There is only one way, it seems to me, 
to cure the Russians of their fear of for- 
eign attack. That is for the United States 
to pull through the next 15 years without a 
depression and without going “fascist.” 


Stalin and his associates can never be 
shaken by verbal argument. But they can 
be shown. A demonstration that a free 
society can still be made to work is the 
only way of convincing the Soviets that 
there is a possibility of rea] co-operation 
with the non-Communist world. Then they 
may begin to rely for security on the 
United Nations, rather than the Red Army. 


But for at least 15 years we must expect 
the Soviet Union to go on behaving like a 
frightened neurotic.

Deep South Drama 


NIGHT FIRE, by Edward Kimbrough. (Rinehart & 

Co., Inc., New York.) 

Here is a mature novel of forces and 
characters in conflict at the time of a 
lynching attempt in Mississippi. It was 
written on a Julius Rosenwald fellowship 
by a native of the state who has been a 
faculty member at the University of Ala- 
bama since 1941. 

Mr. Kimbrough, whose fiction has ap- 
peared in the Saturday Evening Post, has 
turned out neither a disguised tract nor a 
light book for late-vacationing hammock 
readers. “Night Fire” deals with the racial] 
problem of the Deep South because that 
problem vitally. concerns the people who 
live in its pages. 

. * * 

The protagonists are Turkey Littlepage, 
Negro hating sheriff in search of a scape- 
goat on whom he may blame the crimes 
he has been unable to solve, and Ashby 
Pelham, 34-year-old scion of a family of 
aristocrats, who sets out to thwart the 
sheriff's efforts to frame an innocent man. 
The struggle between the two bitterly di- 
vides the Pelham family and their town. 

Ashby’s uncle, a senatorial candidate 
campaigning on a “white supremacy” plat- 
form, tries to sacrifice the Negro for po- 
litical advantage. Others in power use the 
incident for selfish economic ends to set 
white labor against Negro. The plot is re- 
solved naturally, events being produced not 
by coincidence but by the logical interplay 
of traits and attitudes. Ashby grows in 
stature throughout the book, but no more 
so than others; his life is saved by the 
apparently helpless man he started out to 
protect. 

7 7 - 

Mr. Kimbrough, who obviously has lived 
with his material for years, shows himself 
a fine craftsman in varied kinds of writing. 
He puts flesh on his characters through 
their significant reminiscences. Lapsing 
into their interior monologues, in which 
sentences seem quite naturally to run up 
to 300 words, he can delay a tense flight 
from bloodhounds for several pages and not 
offend the reader, so rich in meaning are 
the streams of consciousness which he re- 
veals, His sensuous style makes one feel 
the heat of a forest fire or smell the muck 
of a swamp. 

The narrative covers only three days. Its 
fury is so intense, its emotions are so vio- 
lent that one has the feeling of witnessing 
a Greek drama, in which all’ important 
antecedent action is implied in the climax 
presented by itself on the stage. In addi- 
tion to being absorbing reading, the book 
is stamped with authority.

Systematic Distortion. 


Too many Russians have been 
given, for propagandist purposes, 
not only a picture of the late war 
that is wholly distorted, but know 
far too little of the foreign coun- 
tries with which the Politbureau 
itself desires good relations. 

Too many barriers are erected 
against things like the free move- 
ment of persons and ideas to and 
from Russia. Sometimes, they do 
very great harm, as when an 
Anglo-Russian marriage involves 
months of request, intrigue, pres- 
sure, appeal, to secure considera- 
tion for an English husband with 
the desire to take his wife with 
him when he returns to England. 

Nor ought it to be necessary to 
“feel” out the probable reaction 
of the Russian Foreign Office be- 
fore, for example, one inquires 
about a meeting with an old 
friend who has fallen out of favor 
with the Politbureau. Conversely, 
not enough Russians feel that 
they ought quite 
“drop in” upon the foreign visitor 
with whom they would like to 
discuss foreign questions or gen- 
era] political issues or to exchange 
information. 

All this, I feel, is linked with 
certain weaknesses outside, which 
are apparent in the day-to-day 
intercourse of the Russian abroad 
with foreigners, not least on the 
official level. I think them the 
more regrettable because they are 
organized, and not spontaneous, 
weakness. The ordinary Russian 
is, above everything, a most 
friendly person, who loves talk, 
who is fascinated by argument 


| and is full of eagerness to hear 


about the experience of other 


_ people, 
Absurd Dignity. 


Every group of Russians abroad, 
whether a permanent body, like 
an embassy of a trade delegation, 
or a temporary collection of peo- 
ple, like the delegates to a con- 
ference, keep themselves too 
tightly aloof from those with 
whom they ought to have free 
contact, 

They give the appearance of 
a stiff and regimented battalion, 
very consciously in partibus infi- 


' delim, absurdly on their dignity, 


quite unable, as a group, to take 
criticism, liable (though Russians 
have a deep sense of humor) to 
take an innocent joke as an 
offense, and more strict about the 
fantastic protocol of etiquette 
than anyone outside the lunatic 
fringe which seems an inevitable 
part of the governance of col- 
onies where the governor is very 
conscious that he is a symbol and 
representative of his king. 

There have been individual 
eases where this was not true, 
and very pleasantly not true; one 
eould talk to Litvinov or Maisky 
as to any other human being. 
But to far too many of their col- 
leagues, one has the impression 
of talking to an automaton who 
ean only speak the gramophone 
record that has been provided in 
Moscow. 


Fear of a Boomerang. 


I think this comes out even 
more obviously in internatiofial 
conferences. The Russians are so 
much on their dignity,. so afraid 
of being overlooked, that they 
often give the impresion of being 
rude, and unnecessarily suggest 
that they are being quite childish- 
ly arrogant. 

They expect to vay the most 
bitter and far-reathing things in 
attack; they fiercely resent being 
similarly treated in turn. They 
lay a fantastic emphasis on 


is too little intercourse 
between Russians and foreigners 
in Russia, outside the official and 
formal] level, except for purely so-

punctilio, as the minuet 
of diplomatic intercourse (on the 
model of the Treaty of West- 
phalia) were of its inner essence. 
And they seem to have no realiza- 
tion that all this is really rather 
childish, and does nothing but 
injure the personal understand- 
ings which hasten the possibility 
of conference agreement, 

To this, I must add my own im- 
pression that the structure of all 
Russian delegations is far too 
rigidly hierarchical; and that the 
leaders give far too much the 
irritating impression of a pontifi- 
cal Victorian pater familias lec- 
turing a wearied and despondent 
family which knows the fatal 
consequences of trying to answer 
back, 

It is, perhaps, a little invidious 
to pick out examples. But it is 
really unavoidable to say quite 
simply what I have in mind. Molo- 
tov gives me this impression every 
time I see him in action. So does 
Gromyko. So did Gusev, when he 
was the Russian Ambassador in 
London. 

The immobile face, the stolid 
stare, the monotonous and ma- 
jestic succession of vast: impera- 
tives or petty minutiae, the ob- 
vious anxiety to let nothing pass 
which, however harmless, might 
at some future date, be quoted 
against the new-found and ad- 
mitted dignity of the Soviet Union 
—who that has listened to inter- 
national conferences since San 
Francisco does not know these 
things? Who is not irritated by 
the assumption that diplomacy by 
invective will produce better re- 
sults than negotiation by quiet 
and reasoned discussion? 


Habitual Self-Assertion. 


It may be that- Gromyko is es- 
pecially irritated by the imper- 
turbable self-sufficiency of Sir 
Alexander Cadogen; I do not 
know. I know only that to the 
friendliest of observers his tech- 
nique seems, only too often, like 
that of the new member of a 
club who is determined that he 
shall not be overlooked, and so 
sits on two chairs at once. 

I know, further, that if some of 
Mr. Churchill’s speeches must 
seem deliberate and massive prov- 
ocation to the Russians, at least 
they have only his personal re- 
sponsibility behind them: while 
some of Molotov’s speeches, at 
least equally deliberate, and equal 
in their massive provocation, have 
behind them the great weight of 
the Russian Government for 
which he speaks. 

I cannot help comparing the 
ease and agility and quiet good 
humor with which Generalissimo 
Stalin argues about an important 
subject, with the stiff and un- 
yielding sternness with which Mr. 
Molotov argues about subjects of 
quite minor importance. I favor 
the Stalin way, and not the Molo- 
tov way. 


Against Russian Nature. 


I think the first makes for 
good will and understanding and 
national compromise. I think the 
second makes for ill will and irri- 
tation and the kind of crisis in 
negotiation which frays all tem- 
pers and leads to the hurried set- 
tlement just one minute before 
twelve which always leads to a 
mass, or a mess, of difficulties 
when the draft of the argument 
comes to be interpreted. 

I lay emphasis on all these mat- 
ters for several reasons. First, 
they are important; good manners 
are always important, 

Second, they make things -far 
more difficult than they need to 
be for the best of Russia’s friends. 
Third, they are unnecessary be- 
cause they accomplish nothing. 
Fourth, they are not inherently 
Russian; that is clear from the 
quick, vivid argument of Vishin- 
sky, or the intricate and acrobatic 
humor of Manuilsky, 

But I also suspect that they are 
related to something really deep 
in the present Russian regime. I. 
suspect that they are only the 
outcome of Russian historical ex- 
perience in the last 25 years; they 
are related, also, to a system 
which controls, pretty strictly, the 
realm in which frecadom of debate, 
and all its consequences, is taken 
for .granted, 


5000-PIPE ORGAN

A new liturgical organ, the larg- 
est in the city will be installed in 
St. Louis Cathedral, at Newstead 
avenue and Lindell boulevard, it 
was announced today. 

More than 250 men will work on 
the instrument which is being 
built at the Kilgen Organ Co. 4632 
West Florissant avenue. The or- 
gan, a four manual instrument 
with more than 5000 pipes, will be 
installed in 18 months. 

Its tonal design was planned by 
Mario Salvador, organist at the 
Cathedral, in collaboration with 
Eugene R. Kilgen, company pres- 
ident. Salvador received his or- 
gan training at the Pontifical

U.S, PROGRAMS ON MEDICAL 
CARE CALLED UNNECESSARY 


It is the medical profession's ob- 
ligation to solve the social prob- 
lems of medical care by providing 
adequate distribution of doctors 
and health facilities and lessening 
the financial burdens imposed by 
serious illness, Dr. Howard B. 
Goodrich of Hannibal, president 


of the Missouri State Medical As- 
sociation, said here yesterday. 

Solution of these problems by 
compulsory Federal legislation, he 
asserted before the Downtown 
Kiwanis Club, would require ex- 
treme and dangerous changes in 
medical practice. Dr. Goodrich 
outlined a program for improving 
distribution and lower costs of 
medical care which had been form- 
ulated by the medical profession. 

With 40 million persons enrolled 
in prepayment hospital programs 
and another four million enrolled 
in companion medical care plans, 
he said, there is no need for Fed- 
eral intervention. Dr. Goodrich 
advocated improved programs of 
preventive medicine, construction 
of hospitals and diagnostic cen- 
ters, expanded esearch, more 
health education and greater pub- 
lic health activities. . 
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Back From Orient, However, 
He Criticizes American Army 
for ‘Low Morality.’ 


Gen, Douglas MacArthur is do- 
ing “one of the finest jobs in the 
world” in rehabilitating Japan, 
Dr. C. Oscar Johnson, pastor of 
the Third Baptist Church, de- 
clared today. 

Dr. Johnson returned yesterday 
from a 22,000-mile tour of the 
Far East as a representative of 
the Commission on Army and 
Navy Chaplains of the Federal 
Council of Churches, In Tokyo, 
he said, he had lunch with Gen. 
MacArthur and talked with him 
for two hours. : 

“MacArthur told me,” Dr. John- 

son said, “that his life was spared 
in answer to prayer and that now 
he has a mission to fulfill. He 
said that in his work in Japan 
he cannot separate the spiritual 
and the theological from the eco- 
nomic, political and democratic.” 
Dr. Johnson also praised the 
Japanese people, “They are 
aggressive, industrious and rapid- 
ly recovering. They planted their 
gardens before the ashes in the 
wake of our fire bombs were 
cool.” 
Under MacArthur, he said, the 
Japanese are enjoying the “great- 
est freedom ‘they have ever 
known. They feel they have come 
to a grand new day.” 

Chaplains Worried. 
Meanwhile, he said, the chap- 
lains serving with the American 
Army in Japan are “worried 
blue.” Some of the wives of the 
Protestant chaplains have grown 
tired of waiting for their hus- 
bands to return, he said, and are 
“leaving them.” 

Morality among the American 
troops in Japan, he said, is “low.” 
While in Japan, Dr. Johnson was 
quoted as stating that fraterniza- 
tion by American soldiers with 
Japanese girls “is natural,” and 
that he did not blame the sol- 
diers for it. 

“By that I meant# Dr. Johnson 
explained today, “only that it was 
all right for the soldiers to talk to 
the Japanese women.” 
Fraternization has gone some- 
what beyond that, he said, both in 
Japan and elsewhere in_ the 
Orient. In general, Dr. Johnson 
said, the behavior of American 
troops threatens to destroy the 
good reputation this nation en- 
joys. Many of the new troops are 
replacements so young and inex- 
perienced they do not understand 
the seriousness of their task, he 
said. 

An Incident in China. 

“In Tsingtao, China, I watched 
three American sailors trying to 
get into a rickshaw. The first one 
missed the step entirely, so his 
companions tried to introduce him 
into the vehicle upside down. 
“This was unsuccessful and all 
three Americans went sprawling, 
drunk and sick on the pavement, 
while hundreds of Chinese looked 
on in amazement.” 

China is recovering much more 
slowly than Japan, he said, and 
“practically nothing is being done 
toward recovery in the Philippine 
Islands. The Japanese look as if 
they had won the war.” 

Except for a “few evil plotters,” 
now being tried for their crimes, 
Dr. Johnson said that he thought 
“the rank and file of the Japanese 
people are the hope of the Orien- 
tal world.”

Again, the need to assist and 
support the non-Communist left, 
whereever aid is needed, has been 
fully and finally recognized by 
Byrnes and his colleagues in the 
past months. 

Such are the onerous’ necessi- 
ties of the American policy, If 
we succeed in the great. effort 
on which we have embarked, 
what will be the result? The re- 
sult will be to confront the So- 
viet Union with a solid array of 
nations, all of them socially and 
politically healthy, all of them 
choosing freedom, all of them 
capable of resisting aggression 
whether over or underground. 
When that day comes, the Soviet 
leaders must change their policy.

Roy Rogers Eats His 
Eggs, Drinks Milk

of the juvenile population of St. Louis, so 
no adults need apply. It was inspired by life 
the past couple of 
weeks, we have ex- 
isted with the spirit 
of Roy Rogers, the 
King of the Cow- 
boys, hovering 
somewhere over our 
right shoulder. 
It starts at break- 
fast. “How big a 
bite of scrambled 
eggs do you sup- 
pose Roy Rogers 
can take?” inquires 
my 4-year-old son. 
e At noon it’s “how 
a much milk does 
ROY ROGERS Roy Rogers drink?” 
and at night it’s 
“What time does Roy Rogers go to bed and 
does Trigger (that’s Roy Rogers’s horse) sleep 
with him?” 


So rally round, kids, and get the lowdown. 
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REGARDING THE MATTER of diet, Roy 
Rogers does eat eggs for breakfast and he eats 
them every morning. “I don’t feel like I’ve had 
breakfast unless I’ve had eggs,” he told me in 
confidence yesterday. His favorite foods for other 
meals are meat and potatoes and vegetables and 
he often drinks a whole quart of milk at one 
sitting. 


Trigger, his horse, is a 10-year-old palomino 
and Roy and a horse trainer trained Trigger 
between them. As to what Trigger can do, it’s 
more a question of what Trigger can’t do. He 
can lie down, sit up, count, add, untie ropes, 
unlatch gates, do three dances—the hula hula, 
the yankee doodle and a march—he can bow, 
say his prayers, jump rope and run errands.

ROY GETS ABOUT 70,000 fan letters a month, 
of which about 20,000 come from overseas, which 
indicates that he is becoming international. Of 
the 70,000 letters a whale of a lot of them have 
to do with getting youngsters to do things like 
drink their milk and go to bed when they’re told. 
Roy writes back a note—or if he can’t get 
around to it his secretary does—and tells the 
youngster to drink his mi'’k or go to bed on 
time, and parents report that the effect is salu- 
tary.

HE movies have gone a long bay since the days when 
something as simple and direct as the Fight on the Cliff 
was used to supply the dramatic climax. Now in “I'VE AL- 
WAYS LOVED YOU,” currently at the AMBASSADOR, the 
fight has evolved into a psychological duel 
between a man and a woman, with weapons 
a piano and a conductor’s baton, and the 
dueling ground Rachmaninoff’s Second Piano 

Concerto, 

Philip Dorn, as Goronoff, the domineer- 
ing, egocentric concert pianist, conducts for 
the debut of his pupil, played by Catherine 

McLeod, at Carnegie Hall. When he realizes her playing ap- 
proximates his, he’s suddenly seized with jealousy, and, as a 
sort of musical Svengali, tries to re-establish his mastery over 
her.” He hurls, figuratively, a few massive orchestral chords 
at her. She throws them right back, showing a wicked left 
hand. Viciously, he takes the melody with his first violins. 
She defiantly ripostes with octave runs and a succession of 
treble trilis. 

Meanwhile, the concert audience, even those too far up 
in the balcony to see the dirty looks exchanged, are aware of 
and excited by the subtle psychological battle. A most per- 
ceptive and sensitive audience. Even the stage-hands, whom 
we've always found more interested in rough practical jokes 
than in Rachmaninoff and psychological nuances, gather in 
the wings to watch. Then Goronoff lets her have it with all 
his brass, a musical haymaker. That does it. A glazed look 
settles over her beautiful face. He’s the maestro. He sneers 
in triumph. ; 

After the concert, he angrily bids her begone, and true 
love, in the person of a bucolic youth played by William Carter, 
gathers her in sheltering arms. The wicked spell has been 
broken, and you grab your hat to go. But it’s not over. In 
fact, the story still has 19 years to go. The magic. musical 
rapport between master and pupil still persists. When she 
stops playing in her farm home one day, he suddenly loses 
the power to play himself, and quits right in the middle of a 
concert. When her daughter grows up to be another piano 
prodigy, Catherine takes her place at her Carnegie debut at 
the last minute to prove to herself she can shake off Goro- 
noff’s spell, that she no longer loves him. Goronoff again 
conducts Rachmaninoff. It is a big return bout. But this 
time her husband gives her moral support from the wings, 
and she wins. She’s a free woman. 

In spite of the egregious plot, and its length, it’s really 
an entertaining film. Frank Borzage has produced and di- 
rected it with his usual soft romantic touch. Pictorially, it’s 
beautiful, in pastel Technicolor shades, Some of the apart- 
ment sets, done in bon-bon hues, are quite Decorator’s De- 
light. Artur Rubinstein, the distinguished concert pianist, 
has ghosted at the keyboard for the principals. Excerpts from 
26 classical piano numbers are played with his usual brilliancy,

FORTUNES made out of muni- 
tions never appealed to me. But 
fortunes made out of ships or 
planes which saved our lives and 
the lives of many other people 
during the war, and the produc- 
tion of which must have cost the 
manufacturers many _ sleepless 
nights, do not seem so disquieting. 
Ships and planes can serve in 
peacetime and can increase our 
trade, 

We had to make an atom bomb 
to win the war. Had Germany 
made it first, the whole course 
of history might have been 
changed. That does not mean, 
however, that one would enjoy 
making a fortune out of the atom 
bomb, and I hope that any future 
profits from atomic energy will be 
made out of peacetime uses to 
which this great new force can 
be turned.

WHAT I REALLY want to say 
is that, if labor has been well 
treated and if there has been no 
dishonesty, I do not feel any re- 
sentment over profits made by 
men who were willing to take 


great financial risks in order to 
save their country. They saved 
it and they won. They might 
have lost. Instead, some of them 
made fortunes. Why should we 
complain? 

These fortunes seem to me more 
legitimate than if they had been 
made in enterprises such as those 
of some of the old international 
cartels which, in some cases, 
based their plans on the fact that 
there mighi be a war, somewhat 
of their own creating, in which 
money could be made. We hope 
that such cartels will never be 
allowed to flourish again. 


ALL OF US nie that many 
projects were undertaken, some by 
the Government and sonie by pri- 
vate enterprise, which had to be 
undertaken solely because of the 
war. Under investigation now, 
even some of the Government en- 
terprises may be found not to 
have been necessary and to have 
cost us a great deal of money. But 
if the war had turned a little dif- 
ferently, these very enterprises 
might have been the only things 
which lay between us and defeat. 

We risked much in making the 
atom bomb. Suppose we hadn’t 
won the race or suppose we hadn’t 
been successful? There are lots 
of “supposes” in life. And being 
human beings, all that can be ex- 
pected of us is that we will use 
our best judgment.

NE Y the simplest and Most 

satisfactory ways. to make 

cookies with a butter flavor 
these days is with sour cream. 
It’s a pretty expensive way but 
when they are, carefully prepared 
and baked, they are ‘well worth all 
that one puts into them. It is no 
trick to put the cookie dough to- 
gether and to bake it properly 
provided one uses a baking sheet. 
When these cookies are dropped 
into a pan with a rim around the 
edges, there is a very different 
‘result. On a baking sheet, the heat 
can play all over the sides and 
tops of the cookies. While in a 
pan with a rim, the heat has to 
be absorbed by the metal which 
transfers it to the cookie from the 
bottom, So the resulting color is 
very different. And the proper 
temperature is just as essential] as 
baking on the right kind of pan. 
A variation of 25 ‘degrees will 
make all the difference in the re- 
sults. 

Sour Cream Cookies, 

One cup all-purpose flour, one 
cup cake flour, two teaspoons bak- 
ing powder, one-half teaspoon 
soda, one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
half teaspoon nutmeg, one-half 
cup shortening, one cup brown 
sugar, firmly packed; one egg, 
well beaten; one-half cup sour 
cream, one cup chopped nuts, 

Sift flours, measure and resift 
three times with the baking 
powder, soda, salt and nutmeg. 
Cream shortening, add sugar 
gradually and beat until light. Add 
egg and beat until fluffy. Add dry 
ingredients in two or three por- 
tions alternately with the sour 
cream, beating until smooth after 
each addition, Stir in nuts. Drop 
by teaspoonfuls on to a greased 
baking sheet and bake at 400 de- 
grees F. (moderately hot) for & 
Cool on cake racks. 
About six dozen cookies.

a fork to loosen the meat and heat 
through thoroughly. Drain the 
sausage and combine with four 
cups frésh bread crumbs, two 
tablespoons chopped apples, one 
tablespoon chopped onion, one 
tablespoon chopped green pepper, 
one tablespoon chopped parsley, 
one-third cup water and one 
slightly beaten egg. Mix lightly 
but thoroughly. Bake in a four-cup 
casserole at 350 degrees F. for 50 
minutes, or until a crisp crust is 
formed. 


Calves’ Tongues 

Spiced calves’ tongues make a 
delicious cold dish for an August 
supper, They used to be extremely 
popular in England, in the geod 
old days, where they were 
frequently served at “high tea.” 

Mix well together some ginger, 
cloves, allspice, cinnamon, black 
pepper, marjoram and thyme, 
mashing or pounding to biend 
well. Add a little lemon juice and 
grated lemon rind. Make holes in 
the calves’ tongues and fill them 
with the spices. Also rub spices 
all over the surfaces of the 
tongues. Put the tongues in a dish, 
under a heavy weight, and let 
them stand in the icebox for two 
or three days. Three is best. 

At the end of that time, pat 
them into a pan with the juices 
that have formed in the bow! and 
add a pint of dry red wine. Cook 
them gently in this mixture until 
the skins peel off easily. Then cut 
off the roots, roll the tongues and 
tie them securely. Put them back 
in the same stock and simmer 
for two or three hours, take them 
out and let them cool. Boil the 
roots in the stock, adding chicken 
broth or stock as needed, Melt a 
glass of currant jelly in the liquid, 
pour over tongues and set all in 
icebox to chill

Of iain Your Child and His Teacher 


Circulation 


By Herman N.

HERE IS an old saying that 

we never appreciate health un- 

til we lose it, and it is equally 
true that we often fail to realize 
the body’s marvelous complexity 
until we observe what happens 
when something goes wrong. 

Consider, for instance, the cir- 
culation of the blood, so vital to 
life and health. We usually think 
of it in quite simple terms as de- 
pending only on the strength and 
regularity of the heart’ which 
keeps this vital 
rhythmically through our arteries 
and veins, Most of us are con- 
vinced that so long as this pump 
is sound, circulation will be nor- 
mal, 

To a large extent this is true, 
but nothing in the body is quite 
as simple as that. If we reflect for 
a moment we can easily see that 
the heart may be good and circula- 
tion still not be kept up because 
of disturbances in the blood ves- 
sels, Or, of course, it may also be 
caused by trouble in the heart 
alone.

DR. TINSLEY R. HARRISON 
of Dallas distinguishes different 
types of failure of the circulation 
by two names, forward and back- 
ward failure. The first may be due 
to either heart or blood vessel dis- 
turbances; in the second only the 
heart is not working properly. 

Now, circulation is a two-way 
affair. Blood is pumped outward 
from the heart to the tissues 
through the arteries. It returns to 
the heart through the veins and 
power for this return trip is given 
not so much by the heartbeat it- 
self as by pressure of the taut 
walls of the veins and contractions 
‘of muscles through which they 
pass. 

The veins are equipped with 
valves here and there, which pre- 
vent the ascending blood from 
falling back and keep it moving 
ever forward on its journey to the 
heart, . 

Thus anything which tends to 
prevent free-flow of blood in the 
veins interferes with circulation. 
One such interference comes about 
through disturbances in the nerv- 
ous system which cause the walls 
of the veins to relax and the veins 
themselves to enlarge, thus per- 
mitting the blood to congest in 
these tubes. Flabby muscles in 
elderly people or in those recover- 
ing from some illness help to 
make this condition worse.

THERE IS A SOMEWHAT sim- 
flar condition, orthostatic hypo- 
tension, in’ which there is low 
blood pressure when the person is 
standing and normal pressure 
when he is lying down. This may 
show itself in attacks of weakness 
or fainting. 

Orthostatic hypotension may be 
relieved by having the patient 
sleep with his head raised, on 
several pillows; by using certain 
drugs which cause the blood ves- 
sels to contract and by putting 
pressure bandages around the ab- 
domen. Elastic bandages on the 
legs may help to overcome the 
congestion of blood in the veins. 

Symptoms of backward failure, 
produced only by disorders of the 
heart itself, will depend on which 
side of the heart fails at its work. 
Shortness of breath, cough and 
congestion in the lungs come 
with failure of the left side of the 
heart, whereas swelling of the 
veins, collection of fluid .n the tis- 
sues and enlargement of the liver 
are signs of failure of the right 
side of the heart. 

In any case of circulatory fail- 
ure, there is need for a careful 
study to discover the cause before 
effective treatment can be carried 
out.

When a failing pupil is com- 
forted by the story of Edison’s 
experiences in school, how his 
teacher sent him home to his 
mother with the message that he 
was stupid—is hardly stimulating 
a pupil to Edison’s standards of 
success. When Edison put an in- 
vention on the market it was no 
seventy per cent matter. It was a 
hundred per cent plus. 

When we point out to falling 
children that great successes were 
failures in childhood and youth, 
we are not honest unless we also 
point out that these great ones 
were masters in certain fields that 
their teachers and schools did not 
cover in their instruction and 
training. Somewhere these leaders 
had power and when that power 
was tapped they rose to greatness. 
\They did not rise to greatness be- 
jeause they were failures in school. 
f Many, many years I have lived 
with school children of all ages 
and those who could not attain 
success in some one field never 
rose to high success in any field 
\of work afterward. Those who 
“had ts and who cultivated them 
in ool and out, did rise to 
power and high place. 

@nce in a while there was a 
gifted pupil who was lopsided, 
seemingly his strength drained 
some power off other areas, but 
those pupils were rare. Usually 
the gifted pupil was intelligent on 
all accounts and remained so. — 


Sympathy for the failing pupil 
is essential but it is not all of 
his training and education. He 
must be helped to discover his 
strength if he has any and shown 
how to apply it for his own sake. 
It is all very well to talk. about 
Newton, Shakespeare and Edison 
as unhappy pupils but let us be 
honest and avoid teaching a fail- 
ing pupil that he is in the class of 
the masters, He is not and never 
will be.

WEST POINT, N.Y., Sept. 28 
(AP) — President Truman told 
cadets at the United States Mili- 
tary Academy today that “we be- 
lieve we are going to have a 
permanent peace. That is what we 
are working for.” 

The President solemnly assured 
the cadets that the country would 
need their leadership even in the 
hoped-for peace. 

Truman spoke extemporaneously 
in the Washington Hall mess hall. 
Text of Speech. 

The text follows: 

“It is a pleasure and privilege 
to meet today to pay you an offi- 
cial visit as the commander-in- 
chief of the armed forces of the 
United States of America. In my 
youth, many, many years ago, I 
had hopes of being a member of 
this corps. I didn’t make it. I am 
sure—morally certain—that if I 
had made it, I think I would have 
made a good officer, at least I 
would have tried. 

“We are facing a situation now 
which every country has faced 
after a terrible emergency. We 
are facing the situation now that 
we faced after World War I, that 
we faced after the war between 
the states, and that we faced after 
the war for the freedom of the 
~ colonies. 

“It ‘is nothing new. 

“There is going to come a time, 
now, when people are going to be 
sorry that they ever saw a soldier 
or a sailor or a marine. Don't let 
that worry you. Wz. are going to 
need leadership now and from now 
on just as badly as we have needed 
it in this great emergency through 
which we have just been. 

Definition of Leadership. 

“T want to say to yoy young gen- 
tlemen that leadership is natural- 
ly ingrained into some men. My 
definition of leadership is that 
quality which can make other men 
do what they do not want to do 
and like it. That is your duty. That 
is going to be your job. That 
doesn’t mean that your leadership 
has to be confined entirely to your 
military education. Some of our 
greatest civilian leaders right now 
are men who have been trained 
to a military leatership. Shining 
examples are Gen, Marshall, who 
is now in China doing a wonder- 
ful job for the Government of the 
United States; Gen. Bradley and 
Adm. Moreell, who has just retired 
from service. 

“Those gentlemen have been do- 
ing peacetime jobs that were just 
as important as their wartime 
jobs. 

“We are looking forward now to 
a permfinent peace. We believe 
that we are going to have a per- 
manent peace.

CHICAGO, Sept. 28 (UP)—

Morgenthau and Ickes, calling 
for a better understanding be- 
tween Americans and Russians, 
highlighted the opening session of 
a conference called to organize 
the independent and liberal vote.

Backing the conference were the 
CIO Political Action Committee, 
the National Citizens PAC and the 
Independent Committee of the 
Arts, Sciences and Professions. 

Morgenthau said that the Allies 
were “not getting this job done” 
of settling the peace “and I ques- 
tion that we can get it done with- 
out another meeting of President 
Truman, Marshal Stalin and 
Prime Minister Attlee.” 

‘““They have got to sit down once 
more across the table and talk 
things over as man to man,” he 
said. “The sooner this meeting is 
held, the sooner we can bring an 
end to the bitterness and recrim- 
ination and terrifying war talk 
that fill the atmosphere today.”

NEW OUTBREAKS

HOLLYWOOD, Sept. 28 (AP)— 
A state of emergency, proclaimed 
by the sheriff as the aftermath of 
two days of sporadic rioting at 
movie studios, failed today to halt 
further outbreaks as picketing en- 
tered its third day. ‘Two cars 
were overturned at the entry 
gates of Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer 
studios in renewed trouble. No one 
was hurt and no one arrested in 
the new clash, 

Sheriff Eugene Biscailuz called 
in about 150 additional special 
deputies to police the gates of the 
major film studios, which are be- 
ing picketed by the Conference of 
Studio Unions in their jurisdic- 
tional dispute with the rival In- 
ternational Alliance of Theatrical 
Stage Employes. Both are AFL 
groups. 

A fierce melee, in which about 
200 persons engaged, broke out 
yesterday at the gates of Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer Studio, one of the 
largest. It required half an hour 
for Culver City police and sher- 
iff’s deputies to quell the rioting, 
in which pickets smashed automo- 
bile windows, ripped out ignition 
wires and tried to upset several 
cars. Twenty-three pickets were 
arrested. 

Warner Brothers obtained a 
court order limiting gate pickets 
to eight. M.-G.-M. shortly after- 
ward obtained a similar order. 

The dispute, recurrence of one 
which led to a '34-week strike 
last year, arose from refusal of 
CSU workmen to handle sets 
which they claim had been built 
by IATSE members.

Thousands Cheer as 
George Rides Through 
Streets — Opposition 
Leaders at Service.

ATHENS, Sept. 28 (AP)—King 
George II received a tumultuous 
welcome today on his_return to 
Athens after five years of exile. 

The King landed from a destroy- 
er at 10 a.m. on the quay at Fal- 
eron Bay and proceeded along a 
four-mile route through the heart 
of the city. The route, which was 
lined with cheering thousands, led 
to the Greek Cathedral, where 
Archbishop Damaskinos, now re- 
linquishing his duties as regent, 
conducted a Te Deum service. 

The King and Crown Prince 
Paul rode with Princess Fredrika 
in an open blue automobile carry- 
ing the King’s flag. 

The King was brought into Fal- 
eron Bay by the destroyer The- 
mistocles, escorted by another de- 
stroyer and two escort vessels. A 
22-gun salute signaled his depar- 
ture from the destroyer into a 
launch that took him to the quay. 
Six Greek Spitfires flew overhead. 

British and Greek military and 
naval honor guards stood at atten- 
tion as the King stepped smartly 
from the launcl® to the carpeted 
quay, spread with symbolic olive 
branches. 

The entire cabinet, headed by 
Premier Constantin Tsaldaris, in 
silk top hats, tailcoats and striped 
trousers, greeted the King; who 
was in battle dress and wore thin 
shell-rimmed glasses. 

Shortly after the heavily guard- 
ed royal convoy left the quay, guns

The report was adopted. by 
members of the Scientific and 
Technical Committee without a 
dissenting vote Thursday after a 
long delay by the Soviet Union 
delegate.

MOSCOW, Sept, 28 (AP)—The 
Foreign Ministry disclosed today 
that Russia had asked Turkey to 
enter into direct discussions with 
Russia alone on the future con- 
trol of the Dardanelles. 

Under the Soviet proposal, such 
a two-power meeting would pre- 


cede any formal conference in- 
volving other nations signatory to 
the present nine-power Montreux 
convention under which the straits 
are controlled. 

The Russian proposal was made 
in a note delivered in Ankara 
Tuesday in which Russia repeated 
demands that it be given a share 
in control of the Dardanelles and 
warned Turkey against “taking 
military measures” in the straits 
“jointly with some non-Black Sea 
powers.” 

(In Istanbul, responsible Turk- 
ish quarters said the Government 
has taken “extraordinary military 
measures and is ready for any 
eventuality” as a result of the 
Soviet note.) 

The Soviet note charged that 
Turkey's reply to Russia’s request 
for revision of the Montreux con- 
vention was in some points “in- 
compatible with the dignity of 
the Soviet Union.” 

It asserted that the Turks had 
turned down “in wholesale man- 
ner” every possibility of joint ex- 
amination of the Dardanelles 
question with Russia. This, it 
said, was in direct contradiction 
to Turkey’s expressed desires to 
restore friendly relations with 
Russia.

PITTSBURGH, Sept. 28 (AP)— 
Streetcar operators voted today 
against operating the transit sys- 
tem while the strike of power 
workers is on. 

By a voice vote, the membership 
of Division 85, AFL Amalgamated 
Association of Street and Electric 
Railway Workers, decided to re- 
fuse to. pass picket lines of the 
independent Association of Em- 
ployes of the Duquesne Light Co., 
who have been on strike five days.
